N Friday March 9. 1648. Duke Hamil- 
to, (Earle of Cambridze ) The Earle of 
| Holland, andthe Lord Capell were be- 
& headed in the Pallace Yard at Weſt- 

» minfter Hall gate, .in the middle of the 
Pallace yard, toward the old Standard, at that end 
of the Pallace yard towards the water-fide, The 
manner was thus. 

There were 2 great Guard of Souldiers both horſe 
and foot, and many thoufands of people. There 
were many Scaffolds made about the Pallace Yard, 
and they were very full, inſomuch that divers Scaf- 
folds broke, and ſome people fell down. The win- 
dowes and tops of houſes were all full. 

Firſt Duke Hamilton (the Earle of Cambridge) was 
brought upon the Scaffold, There came along with 

hin, Lieut, Col. Beecher who had the charge of them 

all, as well the Lord Goring, _ Sir John Owen, who 
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arereprieved as theſe three who are this day behead- - 
ed)Alfo Dr, $/5b3ls the Miniſter came upon the Scat- 
fold with him, «anda Gentleman of his own retinue 
with ſome other Officers, and Gentlemen, bur yery 
few were admitred to be there. 

Duke Hamilton was upon the Scaffold above an 
hour, before his head was cur off. 

Some pare of the time was ſpent in a ſpeech to the 
people,other-part of the time was ſpent in ſpeaking to 
choſe on the Scaftold; he had much conference with 
Dr.sybells. And prayed very humbly (and with a 
deale of reverence) to God, bath with the Minifter, 
and with himſelfe, ſome times he prayed aloud, and 
other times he prayed to himſelfe, 

Duke Hamilion was in a blacke Suite with a Silver 
Star upon his cloake. 
 Thehradſmancame to him, and asked him forgiv- 
neſſe which be ſaid he did. 

Putting on a white Satten Cap, he fitted himſelfe 
ro lye downe, imbraced his ſervants, and DoRQor 
Sibhols, and cook his leave of,chem and then he pray- 
at.the Blocke. 

He eave advertiſment to the Executioner, that 
when he ſpreed forth his armes he ſhonld do his Of- 
fice, = 

A peece of red filk was ſpread upon the block,and 
-when he was todie,and alſoro receive his head when 
it was cut off, | 

He having ppt off his Doubler was in his ſhirt and 
prepared himſelfe ro dye, andlying down prayed a

Sybals and moſt of thoſe Gentlemen, {ave { onely 


two or three of the Dukes atrendanrs) that were upon 


the Scaffold with the Duke. 
There came with the Earl of Holland Mr. Holzes, 


and Mr. Knizht rwo Miniſters, a Gentleman of his, 


and ſome others, who were upon the Scaffold, be- 
ſides Dr. Sybals Lieur. Col. Beecher and the reſt. 
The Earle of Holland came ina long gown of ſilk, 


lined with fur (that he wore at his Tryall\ of a brow-- 


nifh colour, he was npon the Scaffold nigh an houre 
before he was beheaded. he” 
When the Earl of Holland was come upon the Scaf- 


fold, he firſt went to that fide next the warter-ſide, 


and ſhewed himfelf co the people, but preſently rurn- 
ed his face inward tothe Scaffold again, and had ſome 
diſcourſe with. thoſe Gentlemen. that were on the 


Scaffold. | After-

Afﬀcerwards he went to the end of the Scaffold a- 
'\gainſt Weſtminſter Hall gare,and there pur off his har 
ro the people, and leaning upon the raile, with his har 
off, and in his hand, he made a ſpeech to them. 

- He had conference then with the Miniſters, and 
went to the other fide of the Scaffold rowards the 
gate going into Kings-ſtreer, = 

He had a great deal of conference with Mr. Knight 
the Miniſter, and all the while carried himſelfe very 
humbly, and with a great deal of devotion and reve- 
rence ; he rook much delight in thoſe things that Mr, 


Knight ſpake, and heard him a great while with much 


reVErcence. 


Mr Hodzes turned to the other fide of the Scaf- 


foldand wepr, and-fo alſo did another Gentleman 
that did belong to him. 

The Earl of Holland having pur off his gown and 
his doublet, he had a white fatten waſtcoat on, and 
after chat he ſpent ſome timein prayer, and prayed at 
the Block allo. 

He had on the ſame white ſatten Cap, with filver 
lace, that he wore at his Tryall: 

He took his leave of Lizur. Col. Beecher, and the 
Miniſters, and his ſervants, and the reſt, - 
The Executioner having asked and had forgive- 


neſle,and received the ſign of ſpreadingour his arms, 
the Earl of Ho!{landlay down upon the block, and . 


then prayed a while, and then giving the fign,the Ex- 
ecuttoner cut his head off at one ſtroke. 

His head and body were wrapped in a ſheer, and pur 
Anto a Coffin brought upon the Scaffold for thar pur- 
poſe, and he'was carried away, and his head was af- 
tex {ewed to his body by a Chirurgion,

That he for Religion is a Proteſt ant,for breeding he is 
of an ancient honorable family, was well bred, though 
he had not lived ſo well as his breeding was,that he hath 
been alwaies ſerled in his Reſolutions ; and as he took, the- 
Covenant at firſt for King and Parliament, 4s the Parli- 
ament had declared, ſo he had lived, and ſo long as bis 
judgement concurred with the Parliament therein, hee” 
fayed with them ; and what was the rerſon why he left

, the Parliament, and that afterward he roſe for the peace 


bf the King and Parliament, and to ſettle the peace of the 


. Kingdome ; He much applauded the King, aud ſaid, that 
' & for his ownepart, he ſaw no blood ſhed by the Forces - 


that he commanded , Hee died patiently, and prayed to 
God to receive hu ſoul. 

Laſt of all the Lord Capel! was brought upon rhe 
Scaffold ; he had no Miniſter at all with him, nor had 
he any ſhew of ſence of death approaching, 

He was in a fad coloured Suitand Cloake, and 
white Gloves, without his Perrewig, and came with: 
his Hat cockt.and his Cloak thrown under one arme, 
ourfacing death with a great deale of carelcſneſſe, as.

When he came firſt upon the Stage he looked to- 
wards the people, pur off his Har, as at a faſJute, 
and then cockt it, and ſtrutted abour the Scaffold in.
